Attributed to the Spirit 


of Burning Eloquence. 


Men Leaped. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript) 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 25.—A complimen- 


tary banquet was tendered W. J. Bryan 
last night In the Brown Palace hotel by 
the chamber of commerce. Plates were 
laid for 300. Rev. M. Reed was toastmaster 
prominent men responded to toasts and it 
was after midmight before Mr. Bryan 
spoke. His address was the last number 
on the program and waa received with 
great cheering. 


Bryan's Speech. 


Among other things he said: "The past 


few months seem to me more like a 
dream than reality. When I hear the 
words of eulogy which have been spoken 
so often they do not impress me as words 
spoken of me. 
The fear that always 


comes over me when I hear such words 
with so many manifestations of affection 
is whether I can maintain a feeling so 
kindly expressed or whether some mis- 
step will loose that love which 1 prize 
more than any other thing In life." 


The Oppressed Prayed. 


"It frightens me when I find how many 


people In this country who, believing as I 
believe, have put their faith in me and the 
work I tried to do. The only assurance I 
have that I shall be able to retain your 
good will is the belief my purpose is 
the same as yours, and continuing In our 
purpose we will travel together. 
I 


believe that during this campaign the 
oppressed in every foreign nation raised a 
silent prayer for our success and every 
foreign nation's aristocracy prayed for 
the success of our opponents. 


Bu)*rd'» London, 


"The ambassador of the United States 


1 to Great Britain declared that after elec- 


1 tion he, together with all London, re- 
| joict-d. When he said all London he 
| meant that part of London with which he 
became acquainted, not tbe toiling part. 
We cannot give up the fight; we must go 
on. I think we were successful in bring- 
ing our cause before tbe American people 
and think we will be still more successful 
in the next four years." 


How Long Will It Be! 


"During the next four years we should 


devote our time to bringing arguments 
before the business men. We already 
have reached the laboring men. How 
long will it be before the well-to-do 
classes understand they cannot raise 
themselves before the masses, how long 
before they realize that their only safety 
UM In raising the masses with them?

After shaking hands with the 
banqueters Mr. Bryan was driven to the | 
depot and toolr a special train for Pueblo. { 
A committee of thirty leading citizens of j 
Pueblo escorted him. The scene in the 
banquet hall at the end of a forceful 
speech by Congressman Towne, who res- 
ponded to one of the toasts, was remark- 
able. The climax of his speech when he 
referred to Mr. Bryan as the leader of 
1896 


and the leader to victory in 1900 stated a 
demonstration daring which men jumped 
on chairs and tables and waved their 
handkerchiefs and acted generally as only 
enthusiastic men can when stirred to 
frenzy by burning eloquence.

GOLD CERTIFICATE QUESTION 


Owners of Cold Ask for a 


Resumption of Them but 


it is Thought M r. Car- 


lisle Will Refuse. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript,] 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov; 25.—The 


secretary of the treasury is considering 
the question of resuming the issue of gold 
certificates which was suspended in 1893 
when the gold reserve first fell below tbe 
hundred million point. 
The issue was 


suspended as a means of acquiring gold 
for the treasury. 


Helped Hie Henerve. 


It had been the custom of the 'treasury 


to issue certificates on the deposit gold, 
but such deposits did not become a part of 
the gold reserve. 
By suspending the 


issue of those certificates many holders of 
gold exchanged it for legal tenders and 
treasury notes, which, under the ruling of 
the department, being gold obligations 
practically subserved the purposes, and 
the treasury on receipt of gold so dis- 
charged was enabled to add it to the re- 
serve. 


Believe In Resumption. 


So long as the treasury adhered to the 


policy of redeeming legal tenders and 
treasury notes in gold the holders of such 
notes could obtain gold as readily as on 
gold certificates. 
However the gold 


holders prefer gold certificates, and since 
election and the increase of the gold re- 
serve such holders believe there is no 
reason why the issue of gold certificates 
should not be resumed. 


Carllnlc Opposed. 


The matter in now before Secretary 


Carlisle and probably will be decided upon 
on tbe return of Assistant Secretary 
Curtis frem New York. It is understood 
that Secretary Carlisle is unfavorably dis- 
posed toward the resumption. The issue 
of currency certificates under the act of 


1872 has never been suspended. 


Chandler for Cuban Independence. 
A special to the Berlin Journal today 


says that Senator Chandler thinks it time 
for the recognition of Cuban independ- 
ence. "It is too late to recognize the 
belligerency," said the senator; "the day 
for that is past." The senator has no fear 
of serious consequences for the United 
States in case she chooses to recognize 
either the independence or belligerency." 


Spain Couldn't t'fslit lid. 


"If wo recognize the 
belligerency, 


Spain will not go to war about It unless 
she is carried away by a frenzy passion. 
If we recognize Cuba's independence 
there will be no cause for us to go to war 
unless Spain attack us. 


"It is folly for Spain to talkabout going 


to war with the United States. Within 
three months her navy would be de- 
stroyed, her colonies weuld be our pos- 
session and her own territory would be at 
ourmorcy."

from Havana, 
it> absolutely without 


a word of'truth. 
Only tho prelimin- 


ary examinations of the prisoners on 
the second trial, as ordered by the f.u- 
preuse military and naval tribunal in 
Madrid, have as yet occurred, as was 
reported at the t::ne by the United As- 
sociated Presses. It is not known when 
the trials will take place. Every effort 
has been made to learn the true rea- 
sons for tho return to Havana of 
Captain-Gcnor»l Weyler from the prov- 
ince of Pinar del Eio, but nothing defi- 
nite has transpired. All that is known 
is that he came here on the gunboat 
Lcgazpi from Mariel, accompanied by 
only one adjutant.

In an interview with him just before 
he left Artemisa to board the Lagaipi 
at Mariel he said he was satisfied with 
his campaign. He had crossed to the 
south and had expected to meet Maceo 
and give him combat.

ever, met only small bands of rebels, 
who disappeared when the Spanish 
troops came near to them.

questioned concerning

abouts of Maceo, Gen. We3'ler said: 
"I do not know where he is. It is car- 
tain that I did not meet him In either 
the hills or dales of Pinar del Rio. 
Despite their 
bravadoes the rebels 


never fight, but always flee upon the 
approach of our troops." Gen. Weyler 
added that the supplies of cattle that 
had 
been 
obtained by the insur- 


gents are disappearing, the troops cap- 
turing nnd destroyiug all they saw. 
The military combinations planned by 
him had resulted as he had anticipa- 
ted. All these combinations were not 
finished, but there would be much less 
to do at the end of the year. The 
press comments on the return of the 
captain-general are very guarded, as is 
natural .under the strict censorship ex- 
ercised here. Jt is rumored that he 
will soon return to tho field. One re- 
port has it that the chief reason for hi<i 
return to Havana was pressing govern- 
ment business which demanded his 
personal attention. However, nothing 
really definite is known, and overits ia 
the near future are anxiously awaitr'd.

selling liquor without a state license in 
violation of the stats liquor tax law, 
presumably under police or other pro- 
tection. " Mr. iiaineb is very much dis- 
turbed over the harsh criticisms of 
himself and his excise l«w l;y the Kevr 
York city police commissioners and in 
explaining matters k« more emphati- 
cally than ever affirms his opiniojj of 
excise law violations as expressed in 
the above quotation. In his statement 
given to the press last night Mr. liairies 
say a: "Until the figures show tor the 
contrary I shall hold to my conviction 
that the number of places selling 
liquor Uleg-ally within tea miles of the 
New York city hall, not including 
clvbs, saloons, or fake hotels, is some-

It will be noticed that the 
above statement made by Mr. Raines is 
stronger than his published sentiments 
in the morning papers, in that he says 
there are in the neighborhood of 4,000 
places within ten miles of New York 
city hall selling liquor illegally, not 
including clubs, saloons or fake hotels. 
He numbers the latter violations in the 
thousands also. Senator Raines saysi 
"The investigation which I have con- 
ducted during the summer has devel- 
oped one remarkable fact, that while 
upwards of 12,000 retail licensed or 
certificates were granted in 1S95 by 
the United States government, in Ib* 
state of New York, but a little more 
than 84,000 were issued by boards o!
